PRESIDENT PARDONS 











Frees and Restores Citizénship 
to Ex-Chaplain Convicted of 
Treasonable Utterances. 


OUT ON PAROLE A YEAR AGO 


Convicted on 18 Specifications 
in Honolulu After Having Been 
+ Sent Home From France.

WASHINGTON, June 28,—President 
Harding has granted a pardon to ex- 
Chaplain Franz J. Feinler, who. was 
dismissed from the army and sentenced 
to. serve fifteen years in prison in 1918 
on charges of uttering treasonable lan- 
guage and carrying on active propagan- 
da in favor of the enemy. The pardon 
was granted on May 18. 

The ex-Chaplain, it became known in 
connection with the granting of the par- 
don, was released on parole from the 
military prison at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas, about a year kgo. The pardon 
carried with it restoration of the rights 
of citizenship. 

Feinler, who held the rank of Captain, 
was born in Germany fifty-one years ago 
‘ahd. entered the United States Army as 


He served with various regiments of the 
regular army and went overseas in 1917 
with. a regular regiment. On accourit’of 
statements attributed to him showing 
German sympathies he was returned to 
the United States from France. 

The War Department reconsidered an 
intention to have him tried by court- 
martial and sent him to duty at Hono- 
lulu. There. he was accused of having 
uttered treasonable language and with 
having endeavored to dissuade men in 
the army from taking part in the war 
against Germany.. He was tried by 
court-martial. at Honolulu on charges 
that were supported by eighteen specifi- 
cations. The court convicted him and 
sentenced him to dismissal and to serve 
fifteen years at hard labor at a place to 
be designated by the reviewing military 
authority. President Wilson approved 
the sentence and the ex-Chaplain was 
taken to Fort Leavenworth to serve his 
sentence. 

The records in the case, which have 
not heretofore been made public, show 
that Feinler was released on parole last 
year. Later it was recommended to the 
War Department that his sentence be 
reduced to four years. In forwarding 
this recommendation to the White House 
with his approval, Secretary of War 
Weeks recommended in addition that a 
pardon be granted to Feinler on_ the 
ground that he already had been pun- 
ished enough. 

President Harding granted the pardon 
on. May 18, the date on which Feinler, 
had he still been in prison, would have 
served exactly four years, minus allow- 
ance for good behavior. 

Among other things it was alleged 
that Feinler said the Germans did right 
in sinking the Lusitania and that he 
denounced Miss Edith “Cavell, the En- 
glish nurse who Was executed by the 
Germans in Belgium, saying that “a 
spy is a spy, whether man or woman, 
but a woman always looks for sym- 
pathy.’ 

The ex-chaplain is now at the house of 
the Paulist Fathers at the Catholic 
Untversity near Washington. 


WASHINGTON, . June 28.—President 
Harding has commuted to expire at once 
the sentence of C.-B. Schoberg, 
Henry Kruse, Henrv Feltman and 
George W. Menninger, all of Coving- 
ton, Ky., it was announced today at 
the Department of Justice,

Award From American Academy 
‘Comes When Outlook for 


Schwarz Is Darkest. 


ORDERED OUT BY LANDLORD 


Had Been Ill and Was Trusted 


for June Rent, but Couldn't 
Raise It. 


TO BE REUNITED TO FATHER 


Parent Finds Him Through An- 
nouncement of Son’s Success-—— 
To Sail for Rome. 


The fellowship in painting awarded by 
the American Academy in Rome, carry- 
ing with it three years of postgraduate 
study in the Bternal City,, came to 
‘Frank H. Schwarz just when the world 
looked most gloomy. The young artist 
was facing dispossession from his little 
two-room apartment on the top floor of 
856 East Nineteenth Street when thé 
morning mail brought him official word 
that his canvass, ‘‘ Heroism,’’ had won 
the prize that had been the goal of his 
ambition. 

‘* Read what this says,’’ he said to 
Miss Mary Brown; in charge of the 
building, as he bounded downstairs, his 
breakfast forgotten. 

The young artist, who has been ill and 
in the slough of despond, packed up his 
few belongings and early in the day de- 
parted for Hempstead, L. I., telling Miss 
Brown that he was going to work with 
another arist. 

Not only has his painting won a prize, 
but the publication of that fact probably 
will be the means of. bringing together 
the young man and his father, whom:he 
has not seen. in. ‘six years. Among 
those who called at the house to inquire 
for the artist was the father, Frank 
Schwarz of. 1,480 Avenue A. He was 
much disappointed when he learned that 
his soft had left :the city. Wanting to be 
sure that it was his son, the visitor 
went with Miss Brown to the rooms va- 
cated by the artist to search for visible 
evidence of that fact.He found it in a 
torn scrap of paper on which Schwarz 
ewes made a memorandum. 

“That's his writing. I know that I 
am not mistaken,’ said the elder 
Schwarz as he held the paper out to 
Miss Brown. 

Later he told the story of the separa- 
tion of the young man from his family. 

‘‘T have been trying for years to find 
my son,’’ he said. ‘‘I appealed to the 
authorities’ here and in other cities, but 
in vain. Six years ago we lived in 
Chicago and my son was a student in an 
art school there. He was gifted with 
application and he often told me that 
some day he would win a prize. 

‘“‘ After the death of my wife I decided 
to\come to New York. The boy wanted 
to remain in school and so remained in 
Chicago. For a time we wrote to each 
other and then through the misdirection 
of letter8’ we lost track of each other 
and I have been vainly trying to find 
him. When I read in a German news- 
paper that Frank Schwarz had won a 
prize, I knew it was my son.”’ 

Early in September the younger 
Schwarz is scheduled to sail with the 
new fellows of the academy in archi- 
tecture and sculpture for Rome. The 
fellowship’ carries three years of post- 
graduate study in the Latin art capital, 
with many special tours for study 
through the cities made famous by the 
masters. Pas 

Schwarz has been ill a great part of 
the time since he left the army, though 
he does not ascribe his illness especially 
to the results of service. Despite that 
handicap, he entered the Prix de Rome 
competition, went through the prelimi- 
nary tests with a good showing and 
entered the finals against four competi- 
tors from several cities. 

Schwarz said yesterday that it was the 
faith of his friends that had helped 
largely to pull him through the contest 
and give him strength and inspiration 
to win the coveted honor. 

Following his discharge from the army 
he developed iliness and fell back on 
sketching. For several months until ‘he 
entered the Prix de Rome contest he 
was a familiar figure among the cafe 
.and tea rooms’ in Greenwich Village, 
where he found a livelihood in sketching 
‘‘slummers, '"’ who make a visit to that 
section. 

During the ced months that -he 
worked on the Prix he had to discon- 
tinue his sketching and his funds were 
exhausted just about the time that he 


received notice 
as a finalist.

CHARLESTON, W. Va., June 28.— 
Governor Morgan, by proclamation here 
today, reaffirmed his declaration of mar- 
tial law in Mingo County and com- 
manded the assessor there to enroll all 
persons liable under the law for mili- 
tary duty. He also ordered the Sheriff 
to draft 130 men, or to accept 130- vol- 


unteers, who are to be mustered into 


the service of the State for sixty days,’ 


to enforce all orders promulgated by the 

Governor.

roclamation Governor Morgan 
at a ‘‘ state of war, insurrec- 


tion and riot” still exists. in “Mingo 
County and that the Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Gourt, the Sheriff and. Prosecuting 
Attorney have again declared they are 
unable fo control “such insurrection and 
riot’ and have furthér represented to 
the Governor that there is ‘‘ grave and 
imminent danger of greater and more 
serious trouble in that county.’’ 

The Governor pointed out that West 
Virginia is without an organized’ militia 


to enforce its laws, and that the legis- 


lative act providing for the organization 
of a National Guard, which was passed 
April 28-last, is not yet in effect. Be- 
cause of this the Governor, in his proc- 
lamation, calls for active duty 130 men 
of the enrolled militia of Mingo County 
es od execute and enforce the laws of 
West Vir , the proclamation of May 
19, jo2i. and the present proclamation.’ 

Governor Morgan directed that the 
men accepted by the Sheriff for military 
duty should be organized into two com- 
panies of sixty-five mien each. Com- 
mand is placed in Major Tom _ Davis, 
Acting Adjutant General, who is directed 
to complete the organization by having 
the men themselves elect their company 
officers. 





ALDERMEN FISTS 
PLY IN CITY HALL 


Falconer Thrown to Floor After 
Hitting Kenneally on 
the Jaw. 


LIP CUT AND CLOTHES TORN 


Climax of Months of Bitterness 
Between the Two Follows’ 
Board Meeting. 


A lively fist fight between William P. 
Kenneally, Vice Chairman of the Board 
of:Aldermen, and Bruce M. Falconer, Re- 
publican member from the Twenty-third 
Manhattan District, culminating in a 
rough-and-tumble mix-up, in which sev- 
eral of Kenneally’s friends succeeded in 
crashing Falconer to the floor, followed 
a meeting of the Board of Aldermen in 
City Hall yesterday afternoon while most 
of the’ Aldermen were still in the room. 

Falconer, who struck the first blow, 
was the loser. When he was finally bun- 
dled out of the Aldermanic Chamber, ,his 
lip was bleeding from a cut and his coat 
was torn to shreds. Kenneally nursed a 
swollen jaw, the result of the opening 
blow. 

The bitterness that led to the clash has 
been fermenting for many months. It 
reached a climax during yesterday’s 
meeting while Kenneally was presiding 
at the board session in the absence of 
President LaGuardia, who left the ses- 
sion early. Several verbal clashes be- 
tween the presiding officer and Falconer 
came in quick succession. Then Ken- 
neally refused further to recognize the 
Republican member. As soon as the 
meeting had adjourned, Falconer sprang 
toward the presiding officer’s desk as 
the Vice Chairman was stepping to the 
floor. 

‘You are the worst presiding officer 
this board has ever had,’’ Falconer cried. 
‘““You know nothing of parliamentary 
procedure.”’ 

‘You give me a pain,’”’ countered Ken- 
neally. 

“ll give you a pain,” shouted Fal- 
coner, putting his glasses on the desk. 
Instantly his fist shot out and caught 
the vice chairman on the jaw. Ken- 
neally staggered but recovered quickly 
and came back with a blow to the 
stomach. 

Both men might properly be classed as 
heavyweights, Falconer\ having advan- 
tage as to years. They squared off to 
continue but before the encounter was 
renewed several Aldermen jumped in and 
Falconer was bowled over. For a 
moment or two Kenneally’s friends con- 
tinued to buffet Faléoner about, while 
the sergeant-at-arms, welter and light 
weights, tried vainly to segregate the 
At last August 
Ferrand, Republican leader of the board, 
and Aldermen William F. Quinn, dragged 
Falconer out and took him to the wash 
room. One of tke blows—Mr. Falconer 
didn’t know who landed it—had opened 
up a gash in his lower Hp, from which 
the blood streamed. His clothing was 
torn, his collar ripped off, and the cham- 
ber was a jumble of overturned furni- 
ture and battered hats. 

No peace negotiations were set up by 
either of the combatants after the fight 
and so far as could be learned, neither 
of them contemplates any legal action. 
The session which preceded the battle 
was marked by a contentious. discussion 
over a resolution to have the Police 
Department return to a ten-squad sys- 
tem, and another to authorize the issue 
of $774,386 in bonds to pay all claims 
against the Board of Education, some 
‘of it due since 1912, 

The board adopted Alderman Fried- 
man’s resolution requesting the Mayor 
and the Police Commissioner to return 
to the ten-squad- system, which gives 
the men one day off in seven instead 
of one a month as under the present 
system. Vice Chairman Kenneally in- 


troduced ' a ___ resolution appropriating | 4. 
money for 100 additiorial patrolmen, 
which would be necessary under the ten- 
squad system, but Alderman Ferrand 
objected to its immediate consideration, 
and the matter was laid over until 
July 12.

RUM GRAFTING HERE 
CHARGRD BY GLYNN 


Federal Employes and Their 
Agents Get Millions, Repub- 
lican Chairman Asserts. 


SAYS HART CANNOT STOP IT 


Mayor Stops Police Search of 
Homes and Persons for Liquor . 
Without a Warrant. 


Millions have’ been realized in_ this 
city since the Volstead act went \into 
effect, through the connivance of per- 
sons identified with prohibition /enforcé- 
ment, from an illicit traffic which still 
continues in Federal permits for the 
withdrawal of liquor from United 
States bonded Warehouses and its sale, 
according to George’ A. Glynn, Chair- 
man of the Republican State Commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Glynn says this huge toll has been 
exacted by Federal employes or _ their 
agents outside’ the Government service, 
from bootleggers and others carrying on 
clandestinely a trade in alcoholic bev- 
erages in violation of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, the Volatead act and the 
Mullan-Gage enforcément statute. He 
said the recently appointed Federal Pro- 
hibition Director for this State, Harold 
L. Hart of Binghamton, was ‘unable to 
check the evil without co-operation from 
Washington, which he had not up to 
the present time received. 

Mr. Glynn said that not only. could 
the extensive traffic in Federal permits 


be carried on in this-.eity without po- 


lice interference, but persons and firms 
legally entitled to handle = alcoholic 
liquors were being ‘‘ held up” and de- 
nied their rights when they refused to 
pay tribute to corrupt officials or the 
unofficial middlemen who acted for 
them. 


Gets Complaints Every Day. 


‘I get complaints every day,’ said 
Mr. Glynn, “‘ that money is being paid 
to somebody for sale and withdrawal 
permits. We have only -one appointee 
in the Federal prohibition enforcement 
service and that is Director Hart. He 
is powerless to check the evil. The 
entire personnel of his department ts 
made up of the hold-overs from the old 
régime during which these evils, which 
still are going on, saw their inception.” 

Mr. Glynn said that soon after he had 
taken office, Mr. Hart had asked him 
if the organization had any suggestion 
to make in connection with the filling 
of five confidential positions in hfs de- 
partment not on the competitive civil 
service Hist. 

“I told Hart,” said Mr. Glynn, ‘‘ that 
his position was one of “such great re- 
sponsibility, that he ought to fill those 
positions only with men whom he per- 
sonally felt assured could be trusted in 
places where they would be exposed to 
great temptation and that the organiza- 
tion had no one to recommend. Mr. 
Hart soon after picked five men of his 
oyn and forwarded the list to the de- 
partment in Washington. The appoint- 
ments have not as yet been confirmed 
by the Fedéral authorities. 

“From. what I have heard, I have 
no doubt that millions are being cor- 
ruptly made in the sordid traffic to 
which I have referred, and as @ result 
men are ‘being poisoned by ‘ rot-gut” 
sold in speakeasies in this city. There 
are men in this town who appear to be 
able to guarantee that they can get 
permits and withdrawals at so much 
per barrel or so much per. case of 
whisky, and it appears also that they 
have been getting away with it. That 
sordid and corrupting traffic is far 
worse than the sale of a drink here and 
there, against which such a brass band 
crusade, was made by Mayor Hylan’'s 
Police Department just after the State 
Enforcement act became effective.

DUBLIN, June 28.—The following, tele- 
gram was sent today to Premier Lloyd 
George by de Valera: 

‘*T have received your letter. I am in 
consultation with such of the principal 


available. We most earnestly desire to 
help in bringing about a lasting peace 
between the peoples of these two islands, 
but see no avenue by which it can be 
reached if you deny Ireland's essential 
unity and set aside the principle of na- 
tional self-determination. 

‘‘ Before replying more fully to -your 
letter\I am seeking a conference with 
certain representatives of the. political 
minority in this country.” 

De Valera also sent the following let- 
ter to Sir James Craig, Earl Midleton; 
Sir Maurice Dockrell, Sir Robert Woods 
and Andrew Jameson: 

“The reply which I as‘the spokesman 
for the Irish nation shall make to Mr. 
Lloyd George. will affect the lives ana 
futures of the political minority in this 
island no less than thdse of the ma- 
jority. Before sending. my reply, there- 
fore, I would. like to cdnfer with you 
and to learn from you at first hand the 
views -of-certain sections. of our peoples

WASHINGTON, June 28.—The United 
States Government probably will col- 
lect nearly $1,000,000 in taxes as a re- 
sult of the Dempsey-Carpentier fight on 
July. 2, according to an estimate which 
was made here today. An  announce- 
ment was made by the Internal Rev- 
enue: Bureau concerning its plans for 
the collection -of the taxes and the 
statistic fans at once got to work, their 
guesses of the Government’s share run- 


ning anywhere from $750,000 to $1,-]} 


To begin with, the Government ih its 
announcement estimated that receipts 
from the admission tax, if the sale of 
seats brought $1,600,000, would be 
$160,000. 

On the $300,000 which he is to receive 
Dempsey, without taking into consider- 
ation allowances for expenses, etc., 
would pay ’a normal income’ tax of 
$26,480 and a surtax of $137,510, or a 
total ‘income tax of $163,990.. Carpen- 
tier,.on the same. basis,, would pay to 
the Government from his $200,000 end 
of the purse a normal tax of $15,840 
and a surtax of $77,510, or a total tax 
of $93,350. 

Tex Rickard, the promoter, expects to 
clear $300,000 in profits, it is reported, 
and his income tax would be the same 
as that paid by Dempsey, or $163,990. 

$581,000 on Four Items. 

These four items give a total of more 


an $581,000 payable to the Government 


in taxes. It is probable that the total 
for these items will be somewhat lower, 
because of the amounts allowable to 
Dempsey and Carpentier for expenses, 
which are deductible from taxable. in- 


J come béfore the tax is computed, but 


the difference as a result of these deduc- 
tion is not expected to be very large. 

It is interesting to note that these com- 
putations reduce the profits of Dempsey, 
after taxes are deducted, to $136,010, 
while Carpentier’s end ‘of the purse will 
dwindle to $106,650 after the taxes are 
deducted. The $500,000 purse, therefore, 
is actually a purse of $242,660, so far as 
the fighters’ profits are concerned, and 
the Government will get more than half 
of that original $500,000.

F. O. Watts of St. Louis, Mo., said 
that as far as America was -concerned, 
she was determined to partake in the 
great movement of reconstruction now 
passing over the world. . 

Commander, Giorgis Myltus, Vice 
President of the Italian Cotton Associa- 
tion, discussing the éxchange situation, 
pointed out: that the nations whose 
money had appreciated suffered. a dis-

_ YELLOW FEVER DISCOVERY. 


Microbes Said to Live After the Dis- 
ease Has Run Si Days. 


VERA CRUZ, June 28 (Assdciated 
Press).—Discovery of the fact that the 
Microbe causing yellow feyer continues 
to live after the disease has run six days 
‘was announced ,here today by Dr. Mauro 
Loyo and Dr. Soloranzo Morfin, who 
have been treating yellow fever sufferers 
fn the sanitary camp near this city. The 
news of their discovery has been cabled 
to Dr. Hideyo Noguchi, Japanese mem- 
ber ‘of the Rockefeller Institute, who 
first succeeded in isolating the yellow 
fever germ and compounding a serum to 
combat its action. Up to the present, the 
physicians, pointed out, it had been be- 
lieved that the microbe died at the end 
of the fourth day of incubation: 

Officials assert that the yellow fever 
patients now here did not contract the 
disease in this region, which has been 
‘free from yellow fever for many months.

DROUGHT AFFLICTS FRANCE. 


Worst Dry Spell in 47 Years Dam- 
ages Crops, Except Wheat. 
PARIS, June 28.—The most severe 
drought in forty-seven years is damag- 
ing oats, drying up lakes and wells and 
forcing livestock on the market, accord- 
ing to the Ministry of Agriculture. 
Only 104 millimeters (about four 
inches) of rain has fallen since Jan. 1, 


which is 39 per cent. of normal. Vege- 
tables and fruits are suffering and prices 
are rising. 

The Weather Bureau sees no sign of 
a general rain. Wheat had such an 
early start that it is believed that. the 
crop will be good.

Told “Not to Talk Religion in 
Parliament,” She Speaks at 
Luncheon to Americans. 


HOLDS IT SECULAR AFFAIR 


Outspoken Views by Woman M. P. 
Her Own, She Says—Churchill 
Hopes for New Conference. 


LONDON, June 28 (Associated Press). 
—A luncheon by, the English-speaking 
Union, in honor of the delegation of 
Virginians who came to England to pre- 
sent to the nation a bronze copy’ of 
Houdon's statue of George Washington 
and.also in honor of Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, President of Columbia Uni- 
versity, was made the occasion today of 
comment on Anglo-American relations, 
particularly the Irish phase, by Lady 
Astor, Winston Spencer Churchill, Secre- 
tary for the Colonies, and Professor 
Henry L. Smith, President of Washing- 
ton and Lee University. 

Mr. Churchill, commenting on the Irish 
question, referred to Prime Minister 
Lloyd George’s invitation to Eamon de 
Valera, the Irish Republican‘leader, and 
Sir James Craig, Premier of Ulster, to 
confer. with the Government on the Irish 
question, as ‘‘a new opportunity for 
Ireland to be placéd on an honorable 
and free foundatior.’’ 

Lady Astor, speaking as a native Vir- 
Sinian, said the Irish question was. 
purely one of religion, and she did not 
realize that urtil she visited Ireland. 
She declared she had been warned not 
to make a statement regarding religion 
in Parliament, but she made it before 
the English-speaking Union with 
the full belief that peace in Ireland was 
possible when the churches “ attained 
to the spiritual life and let temporal 
things alone.’”’ 

Professor Smith paid a tribute to 
Washington as an ideal combination gf 
vEnglish ancestry and American rearing. 
He said he had brought a message of 
friendship from undivided Virginia and 


from the undivided South in the copy of 


Houdon’s statue of Washington which 
he had, presented to Great Britain. The 
Southland, Professor Smith said, was 
uncomfortable for Irish ‘agitators,. for, 
despite the Southern sun, they soon were 
frozen from the lack of a cordial re- 
ception. 

Dr. Butler said that ‘‘an ounce: of 
consultation is worth a pound of expla- 


nation” in all questions of common in- 
terest between Great Britain and the 
United tates. He urged immediate 
consultation whenever problems of joint 
interest arise between Great Britain 
and the United States, not necessarily 
for participation but to increase. the 
confidence and friendship of the two 
peoples. He said there must be no de- 
lay in the work of limiting the amazing 
expenditures on armaments. 

“The next ste must come from 
America,’ Dr. Butler declared, ” as the 
time now has come to put into effect 
the principles which we so stoutly pro- 


fess. 

Dr. Butler suggested that observation 
of June 15, Magna Charta Day, 
throughout the English-speaking worid 
as a holiday for maintaining the com- 
mon heritage, of the English-speaking 
peoples, 

The Prince of Wales this morning re- 
ceived the delegation headed by Profes- 
sor’ Smith at York House, where the, 
— cordially welcomed the Virgin- 
ans. 

Dr. Smith, accompanied by Mrs. 
Smith, led the delegation at the recep- 
tion. All were presented to the -Prince 
separately. The other members thus 
presented were Lieut. Gov. B. F, Bu- 
chanan of Virginia, .R. L. Brewer, 
Speaker of the House of Delegates and 
John W. Williams, Clerk of the House. 

No formality attended the presenta- 
tion and there was no speech-making, 
the exchanges being merely conversa- 
tional. The Prince chatted cordially 
with all his guests and shook hands 
with each on parting with them.

He showed no tendency to in- 
fluence the Premiers of the overseas do- 
minions .n either direction, but confined 
hinwelf tc giving the facts, political and 
otherwise, ceedful for a full appreciation 
of the position as it exists today. 

Among those who attended the morn- 
ing session were J. Austen Chamberlain, 
Government leader in the House of Com- 
mons; A. J. Balfour, Lord President: of. 
the Council; Lord Curzon, Winston 
Spencer Churchill, Secretary for the 
Colonies; Lord Lee, Sir Laming Worth- 
ington-Evans and Frederick E. Guest, 
representing the Admiralty, the War Of- 
fice and the Air Service, respectively. 
Premier Lloyd George presided. 

The Foreign Secretary was. followed 
by Mr. Balfour, who approached the 
subject from the standpoint of his posi- 
tion as representative of the League of 
Nations, and therefore iaid stress upon 
the necessity of bringing the alliance 
into line with the League requirements, 
rather than insisting upon any special 
British interest or emphasizing its impe- 
rial aspect. Mr. Balfour is-also Chair- 
man_of the Defense Committee, and 
dealt with the subject also from that 
viewpoint. 

Both speeches were followed. with close 
attention and proved valuable contribu- 


tions to the knowledge already in pos- 
session of the members of the confer- 


ence. 

It is understood the, British Govern- 
ment has suggested to Japan a’ post- 
ponement of the date for renewal of the 
alliance from July to October, in order 
to permit full discussion here and an 
opportunity to consult the United States, 
and that the Japanese Government has 
agreed to this course.

ADVISES TENANTS 
_ TO RESIST RENT RISE 
Justice Davies Says They Will Be 
Protected Against Unfair 
‘Increases in October. 





Tenants in. New York City who are 
called upon to pay what they consider 
as unfair rent increases should refuse 
to sign leases at the advanced rents 
and notify the. landlords that they in- 
tend to remain in the premises and 
have the courts fix the rents, said 
Justice John R.: Davies in the Ninth 
District Municipal Court yesterday. 

The tenant’s occupancy will be pro- 
tected by the Court, he said, if the 
tenant serves notice on the landlord, 
either personally, in the presence of 
witnesses, or by registered mail that 
he will continue to occupy the apart- 
ment but will not pay the increased 
rental. a 

The statement of Justice Davies was 
occasioned by examination of a 
landlord yesterday. He asked the prop; 
erty owner if he was_preparing his 1921 
leases at Increased rentals. The man 
replied in the affirmative.. Justice Da- 
vies remarked that the landlord ought 
to consider carefully before taking such 
action, us the rent laws were sult ef- 
fective and would remain so until Nov. 
1, 1922, adding that the drop in the 
price of materials and labor did not 
justify - -any increase, 

y advice at this time,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘is in the event of a request 
to sign at what is considered by the 
tenant to be an unfair increase, sim- 
ply to tell the landlord that he in- 
tends to remain in the premises, but will 
not sign any lease at the unfair in- 
creased rental; but will leave it to the 
court to fix the same.

New York Delegates Plan to Make. 
Organization a’ National Centre 
for Soldier Rellef. 


DETROIT, June 28.—A pledge that 
disabled soldiers would receive first 
consideration from the American Legion 
was made by Major John G. Emery of) 
Grand Rapids, recently named National’ 
Commander of the Legion, in speaking’ 
here today at the opening sessiop of 
the Disabled American Veterans ‘of the | 
World War.’ 4 

“The Legion is thinking about the 
wounded and disabled men, and it will | 
continue to do so,” Major Emery said. , 

Messages from General Pershing and 
Vice President Coolidge were read to 
the convention, 

“The Government has two Mtiportact 
obligations to perform—the fulfilling of 
the duty it owes its wounded service 
men and the bending of its efforts to- 
ward peace," the Vice President’s mes- 
sSage'said. ‘‘ Your association is a c 
tinuing testimony against war.’’ 1 

Major Louis Dubreuil of the French 
General Staff presented the greetings 
of Marsnal }ocn. 

The plan of the New York delegation 
¥ make the organization a national 

; house for disabled soldier re- 
fer ‘probably will be submitted to the 
convention. After twenty-four hours of 
campaigning in support of their plan, 
leaders of tlie delegation announced they 
had pledged sufficient votes to: bring. 
about adoption of the’ project. 

A parade of wounded and disabled war 
Veterans, followed by entertainment, 
was heid this afternoon. 

The parade was headed by a float de- 
Ppicting a poppy-covered grave in Flan- 
ders field, in memory of. war dead. 

Several thousand isabled soldiers 
marched or rode in ie: parade. Floats 
cepicted the rehabilitation: work being 
catried on by. the Federal Board for 
Vocational Training. 

Judge Marx, President of the associa- 
tion, and Ralph A. Horr of Seattle are 
the only ones so far mentioned for the 
next Presidént. _The election is set for 
Thursday, final day of the’ convention. 

The supreme object of .the ‘Disabled 
American Veterans of the World War 
is to inspire in its members a determina- 
tion to *‘ come back "’ and to take their 
places in the. nation as self-supporting 
and independent citizens, Judge Robert 
S. Marx of Cincinati, National Presi- 
dent, told the veterans at the opening. 

“Tt is a glorious thing tc know that 
our undertaking is succeeding,’’ Judge 
S. Marx of incinnati, National Presi- 
records of men: who have surmounted 
their physical handicap and taken their 
places in industry. Wounded and dis- 
abled men of America today are win- 
ning a greater victory over the Kaiser 
than did the army of Pershing, for they 
are conquering the disabilities inflicted 
by the Hun.’ 

Deploring the tardiness of the Gov- 
ernment in providing for disabled men, 
Judge Marx continued: 

‘‘We believe the time has come when 
we are justified in speaking out in no 
uncertain terms. The war has been over 
nearly three years and there still is an 
urgent need for more than 10,000 suita- 
ble beds for sick and disabled ex-service 
men. Notwithstanding all of. the agita- 
tion, no adequate provision has been 
made to take care of tuberculosis, men- 
tal and nervous cases. 

“When wounded were lying on the 
field of battle there was no real man 
who would not gladly have risked his 
life to carry them to a first aid station, 
yet tuberculosis and mental cases today 
are lying virtually where they were 
left on the field of battle, and neither 
the men, the means nor ‘the hospitaisa 
are available to rescue them. 

‘*It is our.purpose to help carry out 
suffering comrades to a first aid sta- 
tion, and to make certain that such sta- 
tions are promptly provided.”’ 

The organisation, Judge Marx said, 
would call upon cities that promised aid 
to wounded soldiers and. have’ failed 
them, to redeem their pledges. 

Judge Marx declared the organization 
representéri more than half a million 
wounded or disabled service men in the 
United States.

HELD AS BAYONNE BANDIT. 


Fink, Wanted as Tenth Man in 
$100,000 Mail Robbery, Captured. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, June 28, — Herman 
Fink, who-the police say, has been iden- 
tified as one of a gang of bandits who 
perpetrated a $100,000 Post Office rob- 
bery in Bayonne, N. J., a few months 
ago, in which a Post Office clerk was 
killed,. was apprehended today in a de- 
partment store, where _he had _ been 
working as a tailor tw6é weeks. A _ fre- 
ward of $5,000 recently was offered in 
Philadelphia for Fink’s capture. 

Steps have been taken to remove Fink 
to New Jersey for trial. 





Information from Bayonne last night 
was that Herman Fink, formerly of 
Philadelphia, was the name of the man 
wanted as the tenth in connection with 
the mail robbery and shooting of Mat- 
thew Lyons, baggageman, of the Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey, in West 
Bighth Street, Bayonne, on April 20. 
Wiiliam O’ Keefe, one of those arrested, 
is accused of having shot Lyons. The 
eleventh man in the robbery is being 
sought by the authorities. His name is 
said to be Thomas Burns. 

The robbers put the mail pouches into 
three automobiles, but when hotly pur- 
sued took to a motor boat, into which 
they put only three mail bags. Six men 
were captured quickly. Since then four 
more have been rounded up. _ Federal 
indictments have been returned. against 
all eleven: Fink is said to have. served 
a term in a Federal prison in California. 
He was serving a term for an offense 
committed overseas, it was said.

AERIAL BUSES FOR FIGHT. 


Flying Boats Will Make Sight-See- 
ing Trips Over Arena. 


A noteworthy feature of Saturday’s 
great combat for the world’s heavy- 
weight title will be that an aerial sight- 
seeing service will be maintained over 
the arena in Jersey City by the Navy 
Coast patrol flying boats of the Aero- 
marine Airways. The plan is to main- 
tain the flights on a fifteen-minute head- 
way.and schedule, each flight being 
numbered and the bookings arranged ac- 
cordingly. 

The flying ‘boats will circle over the 
arena at a safe altitude that will permit 
them at all times. to glide to a landing 
on the Hudéon River. This service will 
be unique in the-annals of prize fight- 
ing. history. The idea is to give the 
passengers an opportunity of witnessing 
the. vast crowd in the amphitheatre as 
well as. of observing the two men 
battling for the world’s title from the 
vantage point of a birdseye view. In 
addition to this, the flight from the air- 
port at Ejighty-second Street. to the 
arena down the Hudson -River will af- 
ford the passengers a scenic. view of 
New York skyscrapers as well as of the 
rolling plain lying between the Bergen 
and Ramapo Hills on the Jersey side. 

On the day of the fight each ship of 
the fleet will be engaged in flying over 
the arena. One or two of them have 
been specially chartered by moving 
picture news weekly concerns to take 
aerial. views of the great fight itself, 
and a panoramic picture of the scene 
within the arena.

Manager of Dempsey” Denies 
With Vigor Rumors of Dis- 
pute With the Champion, ~ 


HERE TO SEE ABOUT FILMS 


Asserts Title Holder Is Better Than 
Ever Before and Will Be a 
Revelation Saturday. 


If there is a rift in the training camp 
-of Champion. Jack Dempsey with the 
threat of a break in relations between 
the titleholder’ and his manager, Jack 
Kearns, the manager irivolvéd knows 
nothing about it... Kearns, before leaving 
this city last’ night for the Dempsey 
training quarters at Atlantic City, em- 
phatically. denied reports to the effect 
that: the champion and him had come 
to the parting of the ways. The man- 
ager, thoroughly aroused at .the reports 
in circulation, was forceful in his as- 
sertion that not only is there no exist- 
ing t‘in his relations with the cham- 
pion, but that there is no indication even 
of a threatened break. 

Kearns was. about Madison’ Square 
Garden yesterday, consulting with Pro- 
moter Tex Rickard about details of the 
battle and discussing the routine on 


Saturday as it concerned Dempsey. 

‘* There is not a bit of truth in the re- 
ports of a break ,.between Dempsey and 
myself,’’ said Kéarns with an evident 
effort to restrain himself. ‘‘ Fhe champ 
and I are as friendly now as we ever 
were, and that’s saying a lot. I don’t 
believe there ever 
manager who got along together as do 
Jack and. I, and there isn’t any indi- 
eation that our relations are in danger 
of breaking: 

‘ How the reports got into circulation 
is beyond me. Certainly, as far as 
can recollect,. there never has been a 
time when there appeared. dny . reason 
for. such reports, either tkrough the 
actions _of Dempsey or myself. The 
chap works with me and I work with 
him in a combination of each for the 
other, and everything is satisfactory to 
both of us. 


Trip Taken for Dempsey. 


‘‘ The only reason I can ascribe for the 
circulation of the reports is that some 
correspondent took it into his head when 
I left Atlantic City loaded down with 
baggage that the champion and I had 
had a spat. Such a thing, however, was 


not even possible. between. us. As a 
matter of fact I. was engaged on busi- 
ness for the champ when I left Atlantic 
City and the baggage I toted with me 
was Dempsey’s. lt still is here and 
will remain heré until the champ visits 
his home after the bout. . : 

, ‘'I thought I’d get away from Atlantic 
City. without my Me; gyelsoone becoming 
known, at least until sometime later. 
Before I left I issued instructions as to 
how. the champ should work during 
my absence. There is no ground for 
the report that. Dempsey disoBeyed my 
instructions. He never has. When he 
boxed Monday he did just as I had in- 
structed. Before leaving Atlantic City 
I instructed. Trainer Teddy Hayes to 
arrange a private workout for the 
champ behind barred gates. Nobody 
was to be,admitted and ‘nobody was as 
far as I ‘have heard. 

‘The reason for this is obvious. Even 
a champion likes privacy in his work- 
outs once in a while, so he can do what 
he pleases as he .pleases, without the 
embarrassment of comment or criticism 
from. spectators. 

‘*Then the. question of the baggage. 
That’s ridiculous. We're nearing the end 
of our training period now, and it’s only 
natural that we'd want to clean up and 
clear out, isn’t it? That’s just what I 
was doing. - My own stuff, down to the 
last colar’ button, still is. at Atlantic 
City. It was the champion’s stuff that 
I carted aWay with me, trunks and bags 
filled with the apparel he will not need 
until after the bout. Before I left I 
made arrangements to clear all our bills, 
the meat, grocery, hotel and other ex- 
penses, had the champ’s bags packed 
and routed to New York. They came 
with me on the train and will remain 
here, at the Hotel Belmont for an in- 
definite period after the bout. 

‘‘Here’s something I want thoroughly 
understood. Dempsey and I have a ten- 
year contract which still enjoys a life 
of seven years. ° When I. first started 
as Dempsey’s manager, in 1917, there 
was no thought of a contract between 
us. In 1918, however, when the pros- 
pect of a world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship loomed.up, we drew up a ten-yéar 
contract, which still is in existence. I 
mention this merely to discourage re- 
ports. that our contract relations had 
expired. 

‘“‘ As a matter of fact, however, there 
is no need of a contract between the 
champion and mé. His word is good 
enough for mé and mine for him. There 
have been plenty of illustrations of this. 
Tex .Rickard can tell you of our close 
relations, and there. are hundreds of 
others with similar knowledge. 


Moving-Picture Discussion. 


“The trip to this city had nothing of 
particular significance attached to it. It 
had to. be made in the course of events 
as the bout approached. Principally, my 
visit concerned the moving pictures of 


the battle. No action has been taken 
on the disposition of the pictures. They 
have been left to the last minute by 
Francois Descamps and Promoter Rick- 
ard, and I am eager to arrange this end 
of the bout. I have a 25 per cent. in- 
terest in the films, as has Manager 
Descamps for Carpentier. Rickard has 
the other 50 per cent: There have been 
several attractive offers for the: films, 
and I wanted to have information on 
the: offers and on what it was contem- 
plated to do with the films, and wanted 
to.explan my attitude in the matter on 
behalf. of the champion. Several bids 
for the picture rights have been re- 
ceived. by Promoter Rickard from theat- 
rical men in Europe, and New. Jersey 
movie producers are after the films. 
However, nothing has been done toward 
disposing of them. ; 
‘“Then I had to arrange for the cham- 
fon’s quarters ‘in Jersey City before the 
out. We expect to leave Atlantic City 
Friday and go’to a quiet place in Jer- 
sey City, where our. presence will not be 
widely known, to remain there until the 
time for battle arrives. After the bout 
we'll all come to New York and stay 
at the Belmont for a while. We have 
reserved two ‘large reception rooms 
open all 
the time, for the. accommodation of ad- 
mirers who might wish to see the cham- 
ion after his battle. . We're going to 
eep open house for about two weeks. 


Dempsey in Best. of Condition. 
‘“Thé champ ‘is. in. better , condition 
now than ever before in his career. He 
is faster, punches more accurately, hits 
harder and knows more about boxing 
than he ever did, You'll see Dempsey 


as an improved champion Saturday 
afternoon, through the bout and after 
it is over. He'll be ready to. box within 
two weeks after the Carpentier bout if 
a worthy opponent is available and a 
promoter offers proper inducements. 
“They have been boosting Tom Gib- 
bons: for a crack at the title. He can 
have it. The champ will box him right 
after Carpentier, if Gibbons is willing 
and a promoter can be found to arcane 
the match. Rickard can have it for the 
Jersey City arena if he wants it. Demp- 
sey .will also box Bill Brennan again, 
on’ Labor Day, if arrangements are sat- 
isfactory. Leo Flynn has asked for this 
mateh, and I am willing. It’ only ré- 
mains for Promoter Rickard to sigp the 
bout and it will be held in Jersey City.’’ 
Kearns arranged for tickets for Demp- 
sey’s séconds and handlers before taking 
the train for Atlantic City ast evening. 
The’ champton’s manager declared that 
Dempsey would not .take off much 
weight in the rémaining days of train- 
— “and expected to enter the ring at 
1 pounds. -- 
Johnny “Dempsey, brother of- the 
champion, and Tex Rickard, promoter 
of the bout, also ridiculed the idea of 
a split between champion and manager. 
Both were emphatic in their denials that

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The sale of tickets for the Dempsey- 
Carpentier heavyweight title “bout at 
Jersey City Saturday afternoon Has. al- 


| ready exceeded $1,000,000.’ -This was 


announced yesterday by Promoter Tex 
Rickard, five’ days ‘before the day of 
the bout. This more than doubles* the 
best previous record ‘‘ gate’’ for a box- 
ing Match, set.on July 4, 1919, when 
Dempsey dethronéd Jess’: Willard. at’ 
Toledo. 
of $452,522.10. : ‘ 

Rickard refused to go into details on 
the exact figures of the advance sale. 
Neither would he estimate the number’ 
of tickets sold. As a matter of fact he 
was unable to elaborate with any degree 
of certainty, because. of the wide dis- 
tribution of tickets, which have »aen 
placed on sale in various cities of the 
East and mid-West. .Accounts of the 
Progress of the ticket sale reach the 
promoter only in money, and ‘not in 
number of tickets sold. Rickard esti- 
mated, however, that he still had about 
$500,000° worth of the pasteboards for 
distribution at prices ranging from $5.50 
to. $40,- all the $50 ringside and* box 
seats having been sold out. It -is esti- 
mated. that about 55,000 tickets have 
been distributed among prospective spec- 
tators. 


That contest attracted a gate}, 


‘There already is*in® the bank | de-. 
posited. to our credit. $1,000,000," said: 
Rickard yesterday. ‘We reached this 
record sale several days ago, but I hesi- 
tated about making a public announce-. 
ment. Just how many tickets have 


‘been -sold I don't know. - It probably] 


will exceed 50,000,-and I still have about 
$500,000. in. tickets left. All records have 
been beaten in this bout, as I felt as- 
sured they would be from the start. I 
can't say. that the. $1,000,000 already 
takeh in is in excess of what I ex- 
pected, for I confidently expected this 
huge sale from the beginning.’’ 

The. salé of ‘the - Jowest-priced seats 
wi}l be opened at 8 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of the bout, ah hour before the 
arena entrances are opened to the crowd. 
Four flat motor trucks have been ‘requi- 
sitioned to serve as distributing me- 
diums. On each of the trucks will be 
placed two ticket booths, one on each 
side. These floats will work up and 
down and in and out of the crowd in 
the area outside the poiice lines, serving 
both sides of the truck in its progress. 
When occasion demands the trucks will 
remain stationary in doling out the 


tickets, but is is planned to keep them 
moving if possible. No more than two 
tickets will be sold to any one individual 
in the line. !

HOTEL REGISTERS 


Prominent. Figures of Sport, 
Stage and Business Wofld 
Here or On Way. 


If many more people shoe-horn their 
way into this city—and many more will— 
it will be necessary to establish one- 
way sidewalks. Many a man is now 
compelled to take a taxi simply because 
he. can’t find room for knee action 
among all the rubber heels. that are 
pounding the’ thoroughfares. One-way 
sidewalks are all that is needed to make 
this an exclusively one-way town, one- 
way prices having long been in vogue. 

Yesterday was another day of arrivals.

Jersey City Expects 100,000 
Guests on Fight Day—Short 
Shrift for Pickpockets. 


Jersey City expects more than 100,000 
visitors next Saturday, when Jack 
Dempsey and Georges Carpentier battle 


for the heavyweight title. This will 
be the greatest throng ever entertained 
by the city which is neighbor, of the 
largest ‘in the world, and the officials 
and residents of the skeetér city expect 
to extend their guests a royal welcome. 
That is, the great masority of the. visi- 
tors will find the civic latch-string agen 
ing out, but for the remainder there will 
be no welcome sign on the door mat. 
This latter group consists of the ‘‘ dips,’’ 
who operate at every event where great 
crowds ys and who have in the past 
found the scene of championship prize- 
fights particularly lucrative. 

Already a few of these pickpockets 
have been arrested and every erfort is 
being made to keep them out of the’ city 
entirely. More than 200 special plain- 
clothes men from other cities have been 
placed on duty by Commissioner Bentley 
te exclude members. of this fraternity. 
The fact that the plainclothes men come 
from different parts of the country is 
ages important, since they will 
¢ able to recognize and pick up many/ 
of the crooks who are unknown to the 
vegular force in Jersxy City. ‘ 

It has also been annouriced that Com- 
missioner Enright will contribute the 
aid of New York’s pickpocket: squad. 
This means that more than 1,150 uni- 
formed policemen, plainclothes men and 
firemen will be on duty in Jersey City 
on the day of the fight and every man 
of them will be on the lookout for 
crooks and other undesirables. 


Summary Action Promised. 


Wherever a crook is found circulating 
through a crowd, or for that matter 
within the city limits, he will be 
arrested immediately and kept in jail 
until after the ‘‘ battle of the century’ 
is over. 

Mayor Frank Hague -has issued a 
comprehensive statement relative to the 
special measures which have been taken 
to protect the public on the day of the 


fight. 
The statement follows: 


It was decided to assign 400 police- 
men and 300 firemen to the inside of 
the arena and 700 policemen to the 
outside. It was agreed that a quadri- 
lateral dead line be formed four 
blocks around the arena. No one 
without a ticket will be allowed within 
this area. Counterfeit tickets pre- 
sented by any persons will be taken 
up and the holder detained in an ef- 
fort to secure from him information 
leading to the arrest of the person 
from whom such ticket was secured. 

At the expressed request of Mr. 
Rickard, it was decided to make a 
determined attempt to apprehend cir- 
culators of tickets in the, East and 
West. Mr. Rickard offered to pay 
Jersey City every dollar of expense 
incurred up to $25,000 in the running 
down and prosecutions of the prin- 
cipals. Chief Battersby was directed 
a cai along these lines immedi- 

y. 

In addition to the 1,100 policemen 
and 300 firemen assigned to the arena 
and throughout Jersey City, other 
cities will send detectives. It is ex- 
pected that 250 sleuths will be added 
to the 125 detectives in the Jersey City 
department, making a total of 375 de- 
tectives, ‘ 

Mayor Hague stated that any man 
arrested, who has a record or who 
has ever before been arrested in Jer- 
sey City, will be given ninety days in 
the county penitentiary. nder_ the 
laws of New Jersey, the Disorderly 
Conduct act empowers Magistrates to 
commit any undesirable for such a 
period. ~ Mayor Hague has made a 
reputation throughout the East for 
insisting upon. the prosecution of sus- 
picious persons through the applica- 
tion of this act. Two City Masie- 
trates present. at the conference agreed 
to accede to Mayor Hague’s wishes in 
this respect. 

t was pointed out that at the last 
big fistic encounter held in Jersey 
City thirty-three pickpockets were 
arrested and the following day were 
given sentences of. ninety days in the 
county penitentiary. ’ 


Guarding Against Counterfeit Tickets. 


An important result of the confer- 
ence was the decision to make every 
effort to secure for the rightful owner 
of a ticket the seat called for. Any 
employe who endeavors to conspire’ to 
steal, or defraud a ticket nolder will 
be imnmeédiately placed under arrest 
and. removed from the grounds. ‘To 
guard against any attempt to: gain 
admission by counterfeit ticket, Mr. 
Rickard has .arranged with the: com- 
pany that printed the tickets to send 
twenty expert engravers and. lithog- 
raphers to Jersey ry on the day of 
the contest to scrutinize any ticket 
over which there is a dispute. ; 

In the event that a holder. of -a 
counterfeit ticket gets through the 
_ gate. and is confronted by.the legiti- 
mate seatholder, it will be the. duty of 
the taker to summon one of these in- 
spectors Or experts for the purpose of 
geverametoe the rightful owner of the 
seat, 

Mayor Hague expressed confidence 
that anybody who purchased a ‘ticket 
in-a legitimate manner would be able 
to secure his seat. Bvery protection 
will be afforded such purchasers, 


SUSPENSION IS LIFTED. 


Boxing Commission Rescinds Ban on 
Ebbets Field Club. 


The suspension of the Ebbets-McKeever 
Exhibition Company, which conducts 
bouts at Ebbets Field, Brooklyn, was 
lifted yesterday by the New. York State 
Boxing Commission, and permission was 
granted for the club officials: to ,pro- 
ceed with their bouts scheduled for to- 
morrow night. At the hearing before 
the boxing officials it déveloped that 
the alleged violation of the tommission’s 
rulé ‘concerning reports’ on tickets sold 
and-aleged ‘lack’of courtesy to inspec- 
tors assigned by the commission formed 
the basis for ra! aa which -the 
club. was. suspended.

BARS ARE uP FOR PUBLIC 


Shed — Rumors, of Break With 
Kearns Annoy Title Holder. . 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 28.— 
After wrestling all morning with 4& suc- 
cession of startling rumors concerning 
a break with Manager Kearns, Jack 
‘Dempsey’ emerged smiling and debon- 
nair this afternoon and had an easy 
workout at his camp here. “Fhe rumor- 
mongers caused the champion more con- 
cern than the actual work in the after- 
noon, and he and Trainer Teddy Hayes 
spent most of the morning on the tele- 
phone, assuring anxious friends that 
Kearns and the titleholder were ‘still 
fellow-members in good standing of the 
Dempsey Boosters’ Club. 

The ‘merry tongues began wagging 
early this morning with the publication 
here of:a story that Kearns’s departure 
from the camp yesterday and ‘Demp- 
sey’s unexpected and secret workout in 
the afternoon had an evil connection. It 
was said very solemnly that Dempsey’ 
had disobeyed: orders w! he held. the 
workout, and that the smiling face of 


Jack Kearns: would not be seen around 
the champion’s camp again for a long 
The fact that Kearns was’‘still 
absent during the day—although he’ re- 
turned tonight—lent encouragement to 
the rumor manufacturers, but the. evil 
tidings soon met an early and speedy 
death, and all was serene when it came 
time for Dempsey to begin his. daily 
exercises in the middle of the afternoon. 


Takes Only Easy Work. 


The workout was light, very light, and 
Dempsey was obviously working .under 
strict instructions not to hit up a fast 
clip. Today’s session was lighter than 
that of yesterday, which was less stren- 
uous than Sunday’s. .The champion’s 
last bit of hard work was ‘that on Sun- 
day, and everything from now on all be 
intended merely to keep him right on 
edge for the bout with Carpentier on 
Saturday. 

After the customary road work in the 
morning, which also was briefer than 
usual, the champion took to the ring 
again in the-’afternoon. In expectation 
of seeing the fighter at work, a fairly 
large crowd had come out from the 
Boardwalk. to pry their $1 a head, but 
they discovered when they reached the 
Stadium grounds that the workout would 
not be open to the -public, only news- 
paper men being admitted to the inner 
precincts. It is probable that no more 
public exhibitions will be held, since the 
champion has reached the stage where 
he resents a large throng looking on at 
his-work. He is anxious to do as much 
as possible in private, and .the crowds 
bother him more than in the earlier 
stages of his training. 

As a result, only a small crowd of re- 
porters was in the big shed when the 
champion, chaperoned by Teddy Hayes, 
arrived and threw off his bathrobe for 
action. He started in with the light 
bag, which he punched fairly vigorously 
for slightly more than four minutes. He 
alternated the steady thumping of the 
bag with vicious left hooks at the in- 
flated sphere that shook the overhead 


tim bérs. 

After this the champion had three min- 
utes of exercise. with the heavy bag 
suspended over the middle of the ring. 
He sprung around the big bag at a 
rather lively clip, and constantly sunk 
hard lefts into the soft leather. Most 
of the champion’s sparring lays em- 
phasis on the use of the left hooks and 
jabs, with which he mixes up a straight 
right jab from his toes. 

ddie O’Hare was then led forth to 
the middle.of the ring for a one-round 
mix-up. Dempsey took it easy against 
the New York middleweight, but always 
kept right gn top of him, feinting rap- 
idly and often letting go a quick ri« 
or left to the face. * O’Hare spent a good 
bit of his time in getting inside Demp- 
sey’s lead. 

After O’Hare had provided a target 
for a couple of minutes, Larry Williams 
faced the champion, and provided a live- 
lier time than his predecessor, although 
Dempsey .was pulling all his punches. 
He got Williams against the ropes sev- 
eral times and thumped him solidly, and 
once he caught him with a stiff jolt to 
the face. On the whole, however, Demp- 
sey worked mainly to perfect his speed 
and footwork. 


Bending Exercise on Floor. 


When.the Williams set-to was finished 
Dempsey had-:a minute of calisthenics 
on the flat of his back in the ring, and 
then donned his bathrobe and went back 
to quarters. He raised a fine layer of 
perspiration during the sixteen-minute 
workout, and appeared to be in capital 
condition. He seems to have pulled com- 
pletely out of his slump of Saturday, 
and his footwork today was better and 
his actions more lively than several days 
ago, despite the fact that he was work- 


ing under wraps and taking things easy 
against both sparring partners. 

nder the .conditions it was an ideal 
workout, and created a considerable 
amount of optimism among the cham- 
pion’s supporters around the ring. He 
uncovered very little, of course, but 
there were flashes of speed and hard 
punching that hinted at what the title 
holder has in stock for use on Saturday 
in defending his title. On one occasion 
he took off the wraps and sent O’Hare 
against the ropes with a drive that 
started fairly well back. At another 
time he clipped Williams on’ the jaw 
enough to’ rock that worthy. His attack 
to the body was also impressive, and all 
these things were straws to point which 
way the wind was blowing. 

Dempsey’s handlers say he was never 
in better shape in his entire ring career 
and they were especially optimistic after 
teday’s workout. 

Tom Gibbons, St. Paul middleweight 
and brother of Phantom Mike, was an 
interested. observer of the afternoon’s 
exercises. The younger Gibbons said 
afterward that he is anxious to fight 
Dempsey after the Carpentier melee is

Bigger Figures Than Cham- 
pion’s: Partisans Give.

By and large, the British strike has 
been one of almost unparalleled dis- 
aster. Its effects have beem much 
more alarming and destructive than 
those of our great anthracite strike 
twenty years ago. Cutting off Eng- 
land's coal supply has demoralized her 
transportation by land and _ sea, 
crippled her industry, cut her foreign 
trade in half. In addition it has 
thrown her public finance into con- 
fusion. The budget shows a huge def- 
icit, which may partly be recouped in 
the remainder of the fiscal year, but 
which .bids fair to lead to fresh bor- 
rowings and additional taxation. 

The miners go back to work be- 
cause, as their leader, Mr. Hopass, 
says, they are starved out. They 
cennot be fed on. delusive hopes. 
Their original demands have all been 
abandoned. Coal mining is not to be 
nationalized or permanently subsidized 
at ‘public expense. There is not even 
to be a national ‘‘ pool” of wages. 
As for the revolutionary purposes 
which undoubtedly actuated some of 
the leaders of the miners, those, too, 
have had)to be given up. In the crisis 
the vaunted Triple Alliance of British 
labor, . which was-to intimidate the 
nation and overawe the Government 
by ‘‘ direct .action,’’ broke down.

JAPAN’S NAVAL AIR SERVICE. 

It is not surprising that Japan has 
decided to strengthen her naval air 
service. That is her own affair. But 
it is not pleasant to read, in a dis- 
patch from Tientsin, that a naval base 
is to be established on the southern 
coast of Formosa, 200 miles from 
Luzon and 500 miles from Manila. 
Japan desired to have a point of van- 
tage looking across the Formosa Strait 
to China, she wouid place it on the 
west coast of the island and opposite 
Amoy, distant 125 miles. <A flying 
** take-off" at the southern end of 
Formosa would be nearly 900 miles 
from Nagasaki. Rear Admital Brap- 
Ley A, Fisk, retired, has beén urging 
the Government for some’ time to 
create a strong air force in Luzon for 
the defense of the Philippines. The 
report that comes from Tientsin of the 
naval air program of Japan shouid at 
least put the Unitéd States upon its 
guard. 

It is said that Japan’s three air 
squadrons of six seaplanes, her} pres- 
ent naval force, are to be expanded 
to fifteen squadrons of six machines 
each, The World War brought Japan’s 
aviation plans to a‘standstill. In 1912 
the Naval Flying Corps was organized, 
with headquarters near Yokosuka. 
Just after the war a French’ air mis- 
sion arrived to reorganize the military 
air service. In 1920 purchases of Brit- 
ish and American planes were made 
and a number of. Liberty engines 
acquired. Recéntly there came to 
Japan about one hundred British in- 
structors, pilots and methani¢s, most 
lef whom had served if the army or 
navy, but were no longer connected 
with either.. The engagement is profit- 
able to them, if it is true that they re- 
ceive $750 a month and allowances for 
their services. Japan already has 
several aerodromes. Machines and 
parts have been manufactured fof 
several years at the Kure and Yoko- 
suka dockyards, and an aeronautical 
laboratory was opened at Tsukiji in 
1918. Japan has begun \to specialize 
in torpedoplanes. She has no swift 
airtraft carrier, but has planned some 
kships of this type. A year ago an 
aerodrome was projected for Formosa. 
There are a few ‘‘ blimps,” or non- 
rigid airships, in ‘use, but large air-

THE POSTAL SERVICE AND PSY- 
CHOLOGY. 

Postmaster General Hays has an 
engaging and disarming frankness in 
admitting defects in fhe postal service. 
When a letter straight from the White 
House takes an unconscionable time 
in getting to the addressee in New 
York, the machinery is confessedly out 
of kilter. And the Postmaster General 
is as well aware as the rest of us that 
this particular delay in the mails could 
be matched many times over. If com- 
plaints about lost or missent letters 
and undelivered newspaper mail, were 
to be collected and exploited as they 
were a year ago, it might easily be 
shown that the service remains very 
much what it was. But Mr. Hays is 
wiser in his generation than was his 
predecessor. Mr. BURLESON was too 
much accustomed to assume a haughty 
official air and to declare that the 
postal service was nearly absolute in 
perfection. The new Postmaster Gen- 
eral appeals to the public to help in 
setting things right. ‘‘ If anything 
is going wrong, we want to know it.’’ 

This change of official attitude is 
welcome, but how are we ‘to’\account 
for the changed attitude of the patrons 
of the Post Office? Only a year, ago 
they were furious about a postal inef- 
ficiency which they now accept in 
meek silence. Regular ,.newspaper 
campaigns were conducted in 1919 and 
1920 on the subject of the demoralized 
postal service. Every delay or mis- 
carriage in the matls that could be 
pounced upon was flung indignantly in 
the face of the Postmaster General. 
But now such high crimes and misde- 


test, certainly without any of the old 
clamor. What is the explanation? 

It isa clear case of political psychol- 
ogy. When a Presidential campaign 
was pending, millions of people were 
interested in picking up every brick 
they could lay their hands on to hurl 
at an incredibly incompetent Adminis- 
tration. As the Post Office had a lot 
of exposed windows, many of them 
were smashed. But now that we have 
got the Democrats out, and things go 
on much as before though under Re- 
publican rule, the main reason for our 
righteous wrath of yesteryear has 
passed and our civic indignation has 
disappeared. Why complain? It is 
only fair to give the new Postmaster 
General a chance. Besides, no sensible 
person ever did think that the postal 
service could avoid making a large 
number of errors. The real wonder 
is that it doesn’t make more. Thus 
does American good nature and in- 
consistency work to the advantage of 
an Administration just come to power. 
Toward the end of its term, however, 
it ought to be warned that all its laxi- 
ties and blunders will be cried out upon 
by outraged citizens. t

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THE SHOPMEN’S VOTE. 

The railway shopmen’s vote on ac- 
ceptance of the wages fixed by the 
Labor Board is not officially known, 
but on two-thirds of the total it was 
said that there were 355,000 nays to 
48,000 yeas. That would put the 
unions where the railways would. be 
if they déclined to accept the rates 
fixed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. No railway was ever. so 
Trash as thus to defy public sentiment 
and authority in unlawful methods, 
although there have been many cases 
in which railways, shippers and State 
officials have litigated their differ- 
ences of opinion with the commission, 
There is no objection to the railway 
unions doing the same. In fact, the 
Iabor’ Board would not be sustained 
‘if it were proved wrong in its rulings. 
Nor will the unions be sustained if 
they are mistaken in their views of 
their own interests and their methods 
of establishing them. Strikes are 
Mawful, and if'the shopmen strike the 
public will regret, but will not shrink 
from, the challenge in whatever fornin

The ‘trainmen> have yet to vote, and 
perhaps ‘they will take the same 
course.

But the trainmen 
have not been shown as such hopeless 
exploiters of the railways, and of the 
public through the railways, as the 
shopmen. The trainmen have been 
among the. most conservative of the 
unions d the shopmen among the 
most advanced in: their ideas. It was 
the fortune—which . now appears as 
the misfortune—of the shopmen to 
negotiate their first ‘national agree- 
ment when the public was at their 
mercy. It is nearly true that the 
workers negotiated both, sides of the 
contract and that the public interests 
were not considered. The hearings 
before the Labor Board were the first 
effective publication, and it was the 
worst possible preparation for the-suc- 
cess of a strike of any or all railway 
unions. The public cannot be made 
to see that it is any part of humanity 
to pay unearned wages, or to pay 
wages calculated and imposed in a 
manner discriminating between the 
interests of various classes of workers 
and against the aggregate of all inter- 
ests. The public has not been put 
in a surrendering mood by recent 
labor events and tendencies disclosed 
throughout the world. It is lamen- 
table that the shop crafts seem to be 
seven to one against the Labor Board, 
which is unanimous against the 
bunions and in favér of the public. 
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UNDER THE WHIP. 

Another triumph of discipline has 
been achiefed by the Anti-Saloon 
League. Under the eyes of its gen- 
eral counsef, ‘vigilant and conspicuous 
Yin a gallery, the House passed by a 
vote of 250 to 93 the Willis-Campbell 
Anti-Beer bill. Not since the Adam- 
son bill was.:driven through under 
compulsion of the railroad brother- 
hoods, their chiefs keeping tab on the 
sheep and the goats, has there been a 
more edifying specimen of involun- 
tary legislation. Representative KaRn, 
one of the 64 Republicans who, with 
28 Democrats and the lone Socialist, 
voted No, said that ‘‘ there are some 
‘men here voting dry who drink 
‘‘more in a week than I do in a 
‘* year.’’ These heroic souls, presum- 
ably, are not altruists trying to do to 
others the good they don’t want done 
to themselves. They have long been 
used to obeying the orders of the Anti- 
Saloon League. They vote from fear. 

Their want of courage is want of 
sense. The principle of prohibition, 
the Eighteenth Amendment, isn’t in- 
volved, except in so far as injudicious 
extensions of the Volstead act, itself 
no, sacred and: immutable law, may 
tend to stir reaction. This Anti-Beer 

bill forbids physicians to prescribe beer 
for their patients. This is of no vital 
importance, perhaps, but if certain 
physicians believe in the therapeutic 
value of beer, in its use by convales- 
cents or others, what business of a 
Congress of ignorant laymen is it to 
interfere? More and worse than this, 
power is given to the Prohibition Com- 
missioner to restrict medical prescrip- 
tions of whisky to.100 every 90 days; 
and no physictan may prescribe more 
than one pint of alcoholic liquor every 
ten days. There can be no excuse for 
these - pragmatical lay regulations of 
medical practice. In its leading edi- 
torial article of June 25 The Medical 
Record said that ‘‘ the medical pro- 
‘‘ fession simply, as is so often the 
‘case with it until too late, is not! 
** waked up. It is waking up.’’ It 
said, further: 

We trust Mr. VoLsTeaD has learned 
by this time that the medical profes- 
sion is not unanimously in favor of 
submitting to his prejudices in regard 
to the practice of therapeutics, 
although that would probably not 
trouble him, ‘for ‘‘doctors"’ don’t 
count politically, at least most poli- 
ticians still think so. 

- No, mere doctors don’t count. Only 
the chemical and manufacturing in- 
terests are strong enough to block the 
wheels of the Anti-Saloon League. It 
is a pity that the zealots can’t consent 
to an intélligent and a rational pro- 
hibition. The enforcement of prohibi- 
tion’ is hard enough, has enemies 
enough; and yet these gentlemen seem 
to pass their time In sowing new crops 
of opposition.

609 acres, thus almost doubling the 
area’ saved from destruction. Only 
one. privately ownéd tract remained. 
It* was 640 acres of -woodland, less 
remarkable for. its sequoias, but 
abounding in giant sugar-pine and 
fir, almost equally tempting to the 
lumberman. Through this tract, 
moreover, runs the road to Giant 
Forest. Its devastation would have 
put an ineffaceable blot on the park 
as a whole. With the aid of many 
liberal friends, the society bought the 
square mile of vyirgin forest for 
$55,000, This also has been conveyed 
to the Government, and the current 
number of the National Geographic 
Magazine publishes Secretary FA.u’s 
acknowledgment of the gift. Thus 
the society and its friends have given 
a total of 1,916 acres costing $96,330. 
The redwood trees of the Coast 
Range (Sequoia. sempervirens) excel 
in the grace of their foliage and in the 
grain and color of their wood; but the 
giant sequoia of the Sierras js ac- 
knowledged monarch of the forest. 
One specimen in the Calaveras grove 
is 325 feet high, the tallest of all trees. 
The so-called Grizzly Giant, in the 
Mariposa grove,is 93 feet in circuny~ 
ference at the ground. Many of the 
sequoias now alive and thriving were 
already old, by all other standards, at 
the era of the fall of ancient Troy. 
Of late ecologists, studying the rings 
of sequoias that have been felled, 
have made interesting deductions as to 
climatic changes in California. before 
the dawn of European history. 
The scarcely less wonderful redwood 
trees,” being nearer to the haunts of 
men, have been largely converted into 
shingles, intePfor woodwork, wine 
casks and even fence posts; but the 
stronghold of the giants of the Sierras 
is relatively untouched and has now 
been safeguarded as a monument, 
among other things, to the fact that 
our nation is not quite insensible to 
natural beauty and majesty.

That 
sailor, the need for him having ceased, 
is fast disappearing from the sea, the 
crews of engine-driven, ships being of 
entirely different quality and training. 

Not for many a day, if-ever, will navi- 
gation at sea be a mere matter of re- 
ceiving. and heeding signals from the 
shore, but it is unquestionable that as 
one invention after another lessens both 
the difficulties and the responsibilities 
of captains their dignities and }powers 
will be decreased.

HEAT, HUMIDITY, WIND. 


An Attempt to Work Out the Ideal 
Combination. 4 


To the Editor of The New York Times: * 

Under the caption “‘ Three Factors 
Should Be Combined,”’ THe TiMES sug- 
gests that meteorologists might devise an 
index number, combining temperature, 
air movement and humidity in such pro- 
Portions as to express human comfort— 
or discomfort. 

It is gratifying—to a meteorologist, at 
least—to learn that! & newspaper is not 
charging all the sins’ of omission and 
commission which cause physica] dis- 
comfort exclusively to the humidity of 
the air. As-a matter of fact, humidity 
is only one of an unknown number of 
factors concerned in physical comfort. 
Temperature, humidity and air move- 
ment are the principal factors, but they 
are not the only ones. 

A committee of the American Me- 
teorological Society has combined its ef- 
forts with those of various research bu- 
reaus here and abroad for the purpose 
of an investigation of the subject. The 
problem presents many difficulties, and 
various factors of unknown value make 
its solution difficult. 

For instance, an optimum combination 
of temperature, moisture and air move- 
ment which spells comfort indoors. is 
materially different fromthe optimum 
combination out of doors. Moreover, the 
combination which Dr. Leonard Hill of 
London finds to be an optimum differs 
somewhat from the combination worked 
out by Dr. Ellsworth Huntington of 
Yale University; and both differ from 
that- obtained by P. R. Jameson of 
Rochester, N. ¥. Each probably has the 
right results in his locality. 

In other words, additional factors— 
time, locality. and elements of air con- 
tent—about which little or mothing is 
known may possibly be involved in the 
determination of comfort. In all proba- 
bility there are other factors, but_what 
they may be is as yet a matter of con- 
jecture. It is possible that the electyjc 
potential may be a factor; if so, the rela- 
tion has not been established..It is pos- 
sible, also, that the ozone content may 
bea factor. Perhaps; but the northwest 
wind of the Winter cold wave, which 
brings to us the most invigorating air 
that _mortals breathe, is deficient in 
ozone; moreover, the nitric oxide con- 
tent of the aif ordinarily is much greater 
than the ozone content; and inasmuch 
as each is a powerful oxidizer, if the 
one proves to be a factor, the other must 
not be neglected. Perhaps pressure may 
be a direct as well as an indirect fac- 
tor; if so, its influence must be estab- 
lished by evidence which now is not 
known. 

If human comfort were the only thing 
toy be considered the problem ght be 
regarded as relatively unimportant; but 
the problem has much graver aspect; 
human life is involved as well. Indeed, 
in the matter of humidity alone we 
have a factor which affects the death 
rate very. materially. -If the relative 
humidity of the air mounts above a 
tentative optimum, or if it falls below 
the optimum, up goes the death rate by 
leaps and bounds. ‘ 

Perhaps air movement is quite as per- 
tinent a factor in death rate as is hu- 
midity. Occasionally a bank of air off 
the Atlantic coast dmpedes and even 
stops the natural easterly flow of air 
across the continent. As a result, a 
stagnation of movement occurs, The 
temperature mounts; the air becomes 
polluted with dust and haze matter; and 
the Summer hot spell bring to humanity 
the maximum of discomfort. Up goes 
the death rate again. Years age n- 
eral Greely, at e time Chief Signal 
Officer and head of the Weather Service, 
noted the fact that less than ten days 
of stagnant air during a. Summer hot 
spell caused several thousand deaths. 

During the Winter months,’ when 


J} dwellings and school buildings are arti- 


ficially heated, and the air therein is 
drier. than that of the Mojave Desert 
temperature, humidity and air move- 
ment closely simulate -Nature’s most 
deadly condition—the Summer hot’ spell. 
Death rate is Its measure, and the Jan- 
uary mortality in cities is about 50 per 
cent. higher than in June or in October. 

‘THE TIMES remarks: “We don’t need 
thermometers to tell us whether it is 
hot or cold.’’ Nay, nay; when e is 
shivering with the temperature at, say, 
80 degrees, a thermometer the one 
thing needed; and, incidentally, a phy- 
sician is also quite as much needed. 
And if a room feels cold with the ther- 
mometer at 70 degrees, the thermometer 
is the good frien which, pres warhing 
that the air is~dangerously dry. 

The stamping out of con ous dis- 
eases has reduced the death rate roughly 
from sixteen to thirteen per tho d 
of population during the last , two 
decades. And when. the weather man and 
the doctor are able to determine the con- 
ditions which are the optimum of cori- 
fort, the mortality, rate will be lowered 
two or three points more; and if this 
saving of 17,000 lives yearly in New 
York City by reducing the death rate 
from thirteen per thousand to ten per 
thousand can be effected, the result will 
comé from better conditions. of agg Ae 
comfort, which’ in. turn will follow 
ttemperature, ‘moisture and movemen

Bonaparte, ; Attorne General during the 
Roosevelt Taatetetration, died at Belle 
Vista,. his country home near here, to- 
day. 

Mr. Bonaparte had been in poor health 
for about a year suffering from a’ heart 
affection. which became complicated 
with kidney trouble. He was 70 years 
cld. His widow, .who has been an 
invalid for many years; survives. 

Upon his return to private life at the 
end of the second Administration of 
President Roosevelt, Mr. Bonaparte re- 
sumed the practice of law, in which he 
continued’ active until, his health began 
falling about a year ago. at that time

Was followed by severai others of a 
less séveré nature throughout the last 
twelve months. He went to his country 
ee Bua tally Since then he had 
been losing ground. Last 
ereudee’ ire suffered the heart attack 
which resulted in his death today. 


Grandseti of Jerome Bonaparte. 


The Great Napoleon was a granduncle 
of Charles Joseph Bonaprte and his pa- 
ternal grandfather was Jerome Bona- 
parte, who became King of Westphalia. 
Mr. Bonaparte served in the Cabinet of 
President Roosevelt as Secretary of the 
Navy and as Attorney General. He 
first came into prominence when he 
helped to organize the National Civil 
Service Reform League and was instru- 
mental in obtaining the adoption of the 
merit system in the Federal service. 

The romantic wedding of the beautiful 
Betsy Patterson of Baltimore to Jerome 
Bonaparte has become history. Jerome, 
in command of a French frigate, landed 
in. New York in 1803. Because of. the 
fame of his brother, the French officer 
was hospata bly site Bons wherever he 
visited, On — Baltimore he met 
Miss Basvereon” & daughter of Edward 
Patterson, one of the wealthiest mer- 
chants in the counthy. They became at- 
tached and Jerome formally proposed to 
her through the Spanish Minister at 
Washington. He wae accepted. 

They were married in December, 1803. 
The marriage ceremony was performed 
by Bishop Carroll of Baltimore. The 
Marriage contract, considered of impor- 

nce, was drawn up by Alexander J. 

allas, subsequently Secretary of the 
Treasury. After rémaining here for a 
tog Bonaparté and his wife embarked 

or Burope in the Spring of 1803 in the 
American ship Erin. They arrived at 
Lisbon to find that thé Emperor, who 
had more ambitious views for his broth. 
er, did not approve the marriage and 
had forbidden the bride to land. The 
dictator of ‘Irance refused to recognize 
her, and Jerome never saw his wife 
again. Later he was obliged to marry 
the Princéss of .Wtirttemberg. 

Jerome, the offspring of this marriage, 
was the father of Charles Joseph Bona- 
parte. His mother was Susan Mary

Educated at Harvard. 


Charles J. Bonaparte was born in Bal- 
timore June 9, 1851, in the house at 
Park Avenue and Cantor Street, which 
served later as his town house. Like 
his, father, he was sent to Harvard Uni- 


versity, and when he graduated in 
48:1 he at ofce eniered the Harvard 
Law School. Three years later he was 
admitted to the bar of Maryland and be- 
gan the practice of law in Baltimore. 
Mr. Bonapatts was a warm friend and 
admirer of the late President Roosevelt, 
and though he, did not seek public of- 
fice, he accepted the heat A. ga re in 
the Roosevelt Cabinet in 1905. His ca- 
reer in public life began in 3902 with his 
appointment as a member of the Federal 
erage Indian Commissioners, and he 
serving with the board when’ the 
Cabinet appointment Was offered him. 
co-worker with Roosevelt in the 
cause of civil service reform, Mr. Bona- 
parte had acted as special counsel ifi the

He was an overseer of Harvard 
rom 1891 to 1903.

SKYSCRAPER STRUCK 
“IN ELECTRICAL STORM 


Lightning Hits Cornice on World 
Tower’s Thirtieth-Story, Raining 
Debris on Passersby. 








Ligtning struck the cornice of. the 
thirty-story .World’s Tower Building, 
110 West Fortieth Street at the height 
of the thunder storm that swept the 
city yesterday ptternoon. It smashed 
the terra cotta to fragments, hurling 
chunks through the skylight of the 
twenty-sixth floor from which the towep 
rises and po pee big pieces to the street, 
a brick tearing its way through the top 
of an unoccupied automobile and other 
bits of the débris scattering amid pedes- 
trians scurrying out of the storm. 

The vivid flagh came not long after 
night had fallen over the city as a 
prelude to the storm and while lights 
were springing up in buildings all over 
town. The crash as the electrical bolt 
shivered the cornice resounded through- 
out ‘the neighborhood, a sharp note in 
the rolling thunder that accompanied 


mile wind. 

The offices of Birch-Field: & Co., 
on the twenty-sixth floor were in- 
vaded by the sudden artillery fire of 
the descending ghunks and several per- 
sons there had narrow escapes. 

One big piece sent earthward by the 
bolt plowed its: way through the roof 
at 104, next -door, and fell,into the 
Knickerbocker Cafeteria. 

The rain fell almost continuously for 
two hours, and in the course of that 
period .77 of an_inch hhd accumulated 
in the Weather Bureau’s rain gauge. A 
half-inch of that amount fell in a fif- 
teen-minute deluge between 3:40 and 
3:55, catching early homegoers from 
downtown office buildings and midtown 
stores in a drenching downpotr. 

Local thundershowers are predicted 
again today, with not much change in 
the temperature, which had climbed to 
72 by 7 o’clock last night and still stuck 
at that mark at 11.

That is why General Hoefer told the 
Correspondent it was a dog’s life to be 
a German General these days. 

“ How’ tan I hold my -men together? ”’ 
he went on. ‘‘How can I expiain to 
them why I have not led them forward? 
How. can I explain to the martyred Ger- 
man. cities in the insurgent area why I 
have not come to their relief? ”’ 

Hoefer is convinced he could have 
cleaned. up Polish insurgents and could 
still do so. if policy or politics (in Ger- 
man the word medns both) had not 
prevented him. That is why, like an 
uninsured boiler close to explosion pres- 
sure, he added: ‘ 

‘“Tn another week or ten days I shall 
be gone from here. maybe.” 

Under skillful British barrage Hoefer 
has pledged himself to withdraw to the 
‘German border as soon as the Polish 
insurgents withdraw half way to the 
Polish border; and as soon as the Po- 
lish insurgents pass over the Polish 
border he has agreed to disband his 
‘ self-defense force.”’ 

The correspondent saw many of these 
hardy, ununiformed irregulars hiking 
homeward.

As soon as the ‘Supreme 
Council makes known its. decision re- 
garding Upper Silesia the Poles will pull 
off another insurrection with their hid- 
den arms, where we will be unarmed and 
defenceless. God help us—and them ¥ 
the General concluded, grimly assuming 
that the Supreme Council’s decision re- 
garding the participation of Poland 
would not satisfy Polish wishes. 


British Share Her Belief. 


Interestingly,@ many British officers 
have expressed the same opinion. They 
are certain that immediately after the 
Supreme Council’s decision there will be 
another and bigger ‘‘ show ’’ in Upper 
Silesia, while a friendly allied General 
tipped the correspondent off to be sure 
and return in a. week or ten days for 
‘““developments.’’ Fifty. per cent. of 
allied military public opinion in Upper 
Silesia believes there will be war yet, 
despite all the paper pacification plans. 
One high staff officer said significantly: 
‘““ Next time there will be no holding 
the Germans back.’’ 

Meonwhile, this looks like General 
Hoefer’s farewell appearance. A brief 
biographical note has been obtained 
from General Heneker, who fought 
against Hoefer on the west front. He 
hates Germany and the Germans and 
has’ not forgotten that he fought 
against .them, but he respects General 
Hoefer and successfully negotiated with 
him on a mutual admiration basis. ° 

This gentle German General with big 
appealing eyes was seven times wound- 
ed, largely because he habitually led 
his troops in person instead of keeping 
in the background. He lost his right 
arm on the east front. While leading 
his. division in a charge against Mount 
Kemmel onthe west front with a walk- 
ing stick in his remaining left’ hand he 
had his right arm shot away a second 
time. It was an artificial agm. There- 
upon Hoefer decided that arms were a 
lcsing investment for him, therefore 
goes one armed. 

He undeniably wants to fight the Poles 
in Upper Silesia, but Chancellor Wirth’s

NO SOVIET ALLIANCE, 
SAYS KEMAL’S ENVOY 


Bekir Samy Bey Calls Relations 
With Russia Only Those 
of Friendship. 


viSiTING ALLIED CAPITALS 


His Purpose Is to Show That the

PARIS, June 28.—Bekir Samy Bey, 
envoy of Mustapha Kemal, the Turkish 
Nationalist.chief, declared in an inter- 
view today that the Angora Government 
had mo alliance with Soviet Russia. He 
added, however, that the two Govern- 
ments were in relations of full friendship. 


allied capitals, enlarging on the spirit 
of conciliation shown. by Kemal at a 
time when King Constantine and the 
other Greek leaders are proclaiming 
their purpose of driving Kemal off the 
Anatolian map. He denies emphatically 
that extremists are in power at Angora 
and says the Nationalist leaders are 
men of reason and .moderation. ; 

‘‘There is much talk in Europe,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ to the effect that extremists are 
in power at Angora. That is not true. 
I resigned as Foreign Minister because 
of the rejection.of the agreements which 
I signed at London, these being regarded 
as incompatible with the national com- 
pact. I was succeeded by | Youssed 
Kemal Bey, who is by no means an 
extremist. If it were true that the 
extremists were in power I should not 
have been sent as envoy to Europe. 

‘““The Turkish Government ardently 
desires a settlement with France, and 
I am: confident that satisfactory ar- 
rangements as to the Cilician situation 
will be made. 

‘“‘Our relations with Russia are only 
relations of amity,.and there exists at 
this time no treaty of alliance betwéen 
us. However, Russia has recognized our 
claims, set forth in the national com- 
pact, which will remain our program 
whether conquérors or conquered in the 
new war.”’ 

Samy Bey then explained how the 
national compact demanded complete 
territorial and economic independence 
for Turkey, with the proviso that guar- 
antees be given for the free use of the 
straits by all nations. Kemal demands 
that Constantinople be handed over to 
him as the seat of his Government, 


‘“We await with confidence,’’ he said 
in conclusion, ‘‘ the offensive announced 
by the Greeks. It is not thefr first, 
and we feel sure it will have the same 
result as the others had.’’ 


SEMENOFF DISAPPEARS. 


Quits Ship in Vladivostok Harbor as 
His Troops Leave the City. 


VLADIVOSTOK, June ‘27 (Associated 
Press).—General Semenoff, the anti-Bol- 
shevist leader, who for some time has 
been on board the steamer Shodo Maru, 
from which he was not permitted to 
land, disappeared from the steamer Sun- 
day night. 

Before the disappearance of Semenoff 
his troops left Vladivostok in the direc- 
tion of Grodekovo, about 100 miles 
northwest of Vladivostok on the rail- 
way, from which place it is expected 
that a separate Government may be 
proclaimed. One regiment which «was 
seen on the way to Grodekovoe was ‘ac- 
companied by an automobile, having in 
it Russian and Japanese officers. 

A number of Semenoff’s followers here 
have been arrested. Negotiations be- 
tween Semenoff and M. Merkuloff, head 
of the anti-Bolshewist Government in 
Vladivostok, have resulted in failure. 
The Government organs allege that 
Semenoff demanded $200,000 as a con- 
sideration for: non-interference in thé 
situation.

“‘T came here to fight, but there’s no 
war left. Let’s make it real peace and 
give a garden party.” These confiden- 
tial sentiments are attributed to General 
Heneker conversing with Sir Harold 
Stuart anent Upper Silesia’s chronic in- 
ternal troubles, and Sir Harold agreed 
that an interallied garden party would 
help convalescence along. 

From every corner of the country 
motor cars carried interallied guests, in- 
cluding picturesque French, Italian and 
English women, to the mammoth party 
and two special trains and fleets of 
motor lorries and ambulances brought 
more. The setting was more like a 
magnificent English country estate than 
a German schlosspark. 

On a lawn between..a yellow chateau 
and a lake was an itnprovised flagpole 
from which was flying the Union Jack, 
the French Tricolor and the Italian ban- 
ner. Here you noted all Upper Silesia’s 
400, including the French General and 
Mme. Lerond, General Gratier, and the 
Italian General and Signora de Marinis. 
There paraded picturesquely on the min- 
jature lake shore pipers of the Black 
Watch Highland Regiment, two bands 
of French Alpine Chasseurs, and the 
band of the Irish Leinster Regiment. 
These ultimately performed separately 
and in massed formation, while allied 
soldiers and rden party guests crowd- 
ed enthusiastically around them. Unin- 
vited, in the background, the German 
populace was kept at bay by mounted 
military police. 

Tea and nothing stronger was served. 
Under the trees on a platform at the 
lake side a highlander performed flings 
and sword dances. The Black Watch 
won the world bagpiping championship. 
The French fraternized with the Eng- 
lish for the first time in Upper Silesia. 

The garden party was the quaint Brit- 
ish way of the symbolizing patching up 
of precarious peace in.

If 
people believe there “is civil war, there 
will be war. If the people can be per- 
suaded to believe in peace and garden 
parties, there will soon be real peace in 
Upper Silesia.

As soon as the Supreme Council 
announces its decision I shall go for 
good, glad to leave. the Upper Silesian 
job, for I have become about tired of it.

We have our men 
in hand. lam pafticularly glad because 
the present situation could not continue 
two or three weeks at the outside with- 
out resulting in ruin of the whole coun- 
try, but I fully expect the Supreme 
Council’s' decision in two or three 


weeks. 

“‘ Didn’t you get any hint as to what 
the decision will be?’’ ra 

‘*No, I have not been tipped off. But 
we shall get more than we would have 
if military action had not taken place, 
I know that much.’’

‘Not unless Polish Upper Silesians 
are ‘ provoked.’ ” . 

‘‘ Suppose the decision fails to satisfy 
their expectations and wishes?’’

Message to America. 


Korfanty is busy in constant confer- 
ences with French staff officers, but the 
Polish insurgent leader took time fo pen 
a farewell message to America. 

“The armed movement in Upper 
Silesia,’’ he wrote, ‘‘is entering the 
terminal phase. For several weeks we 
have -been determined to liquidate so 
as to obtain the Supreme Council’s de- 
cision as; soon as’ possible. We are per- 
fectly clear in our own minds that the 
military movement undertaken ‘by the 
Poles did not have faits accomplis as 
cbjectives, but on, the other nand we 
knew equally well that postporement of 
the decision regarding Upper Silesia 
to an ulterior indeterminate date could 
cnly have the most disastrous conse- 
quences for this country and its inhabi- 
tants. It is exclusively the fault of 
the Germans if public order has not 
peen semoreé in Upper Silesia in the 
last. fifteen days. ; 

“Ag for myself, I loyally addressed 
myself to the ‘Interallied Commission, 
wanting to collaborate with it in re- 
storing ‘order and re-establishing the 
authority of the Commission itself. For 
that matter the Interallied Commission 
admits that no difficulties were made 
for it from the Polish side and that it
